Applicants in the above application ask that the Notice of Abandonment dated 
July 6, 2004 be withdrawn since the Applicants never received the office action of 
November 4, 2003. 



Applicants had not received any response to their status letter of November 27, 
2002 and the undersigned attomey was following up by telephone with the Examiner 
handling the application in May of 2003 and was informed that she would not act on the 
appUcation for another three months.

Therefore, under these circumstances, it is requested that the 
application be reinstated since Applicants never received the office action and could not 
trniely respond thereto. Moreover, AppUcants were diUgent in following up with the 
Patent Office concerning the same.
